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?ourt  upholds 
ibortion  law

The  Supreme  Court’s  upholding  of  a  Utah  law 
requiring  parental  notification  before  a  minor 
can  obtain  an  abortion  was  viewed  Monday  as  a 
turning  point  for  the  court  in  abortion  cases. 

“It’s  the  first  time  that  the  Supreme  Court  has 
held  that  the  right  to  have  an  abortion  is  not  an 
unlimited  or  unfettered  right,”  said  Utah  Attor¬ 
ney  General  David  Wilkinson. 

The  high  court  voted  6-3  Monday  to  uphold  a 
1974  Utah  law  challenged  by  a  girl  identified  only 
as  “H.L.”  who  sought  an  abortion  in  1978  at  the 
age  of  15.  A  doctor  recommended  the  abortion, 
but  refused  to  perform  it  without  notifying  her 
parents,  as  state  law  required. 

In  another  case,  the  court  ruled  that  statutory 
rape  laws  are  valid  even  if  they  only  punish  males 
—  not  females  —  for  having  sex  with  a  consenting 
minor. 

The  two  rulings,  both  involving  teen-age  sex, 
reflected  deep  disagreement  among  the  nine 
justices.  They  upheld  California’s  statutory  rape 
law  by  a  5-4  count. 


The  Utah  law  requires  doctors  to  tell  parents,  if 
possible,  about  their  minor  daughter’s  request  for 
an  abortion  before  performing  the  operation.  A 
doctor’s  failure  to  obey  the  law  could  mean  a  $1,- 
000  fine  or  even  a  year  in  jail. 

Writing  for  the  court’s  majority,  Chief  Justice 
Warren  E.  Burger  made  clear  that  Utah  and 
other  states  are  free  to  impose  such  a  require¬ 
ment  when  three  situations  exist: 

—  The  girl  is  living  with  and  dependent  on  her 
parents. 

—  She  is  not  married  or  otherwise  “eman¬ 
cipated”  —out  on  her  own. 

—  She  has  made  no  claim  or  showing  that  she 
is  mature  enough  to  make  the  abortion  decision 
for  herself,  or  that  her  relationship  with  her 
parents  might  be  seriously  affected  by  notifica¬ 
tion. 

Although  they  joined  Burger’s  opinion, 
Justices  Lewis  F.  Powell  Jr.  and  Potter  Stewart 
emphasized  in  a  separate  opinion  authored  by 
Powell  that  Monday’s  ruling  “leaves  open  the 


question  whether  (the  Utah  law)  un¬ 
constitutionally  burdens  the  right  of  a  mature 
minor  or  a  minor  whose  best  interests  would  not 
be  served  by  parental  notification.” 

Burger  also  was  joined  by  Justices  Byron  R. 
White  and  William  H.  Rehnquist.  Justice  John 
Paul  Stevens  voted  to  uphold  the  Utah  law 
without  such  reservations. 

Justices  Thurgood  Marshall,  William  J.  Bren¬ 
nan  Jr.  and  Harry  A.  Blackman  dissented. 

In  the  statutory-rape  decision,  Rehnquist’s 
opinion  declaring  the  California  law  a  con¬ 
stitutional  method  to  battle  the  growing  problem 
of  teen-age  pregnancy  attracted  the  votes  of  three 
other  justices. 

In  1976,  the  Supreme  Court  struck  down  a 
Utah  law  requiring  parental  consent  to  the  abor¬ 
tion  of  unmarried  teen-age  daughters. 

While  expressing  renewed  disappointment  in 
the  1976  ruling,  Wilkinson  hailed  Monday’s  deci¬ 
sion  as  a  “very  significant  victory”  for  the  “right 
of  a  family  to  control,  or  try  to  control,  acts 
within  that  family.”

Franklin  gets  life  terms 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  — 
Rushing  the  bench  and  denouncing 
his  judge  and  prosecutors,  avowed 
racist  Joseph  Paul  Franklin  was 
sentenced  Monday  to  the  maximum 
penalty  of  two  consecutive  life  terms 
for  violating  the  civil  rights  of  two 
black  joggers  by  shooting  them  to 
death. 

About  10  marshals  wrestled 
Franklin  to  the  floor  and  handcuffed 
him  after  the  outburst,  which  began 
with  Franklin  telling  U.S.  District 
Judge  Bruce  Jenkins,  “This  whole 
thing  is  a  farce.” 

He  also  called  the  two  prosecutors 
in  the  case  “a  trained  monkey”  and 
“a  faggot”  and  said  Jenkins  was 
“nothing  but  an  agent  of  this  com¬ 
munist  government.” 

Motion  denied 

Jenkins  denied  a  motion  for  a  new 
trial  and  said,  “This  whole  tragic  af¬ 
fair  is  something  that  needn’t  have 
happened,  shouldn’t  have  happened 
and  must  not  happen  again.” 

Franklin,  30,  of  Mobile,  Ala.,  still 
faces  Utah  murder  charges  in  the 
case  which  could  lead  to  the  death 
penalty,  and  last  week  was  charged 
with  four  additional  slayings  in 
Oklahoma  and  Indiana. 

Immediately  after  sentencing, 
Franklin’s  lawyers  filed  an  appeal, 
said  U.S.  District  Court  appeals 
clerk  Cheryl  Nordquist.  Defense  at¬ 
torney  Robert  Van  Sciver  said 
earlier  he  would  appeal  on  grounds 
there  was  new  evidence  that  a  key 
prosecution  witness  had  lied.

Sniper  wounding 

The  U.S.  Justice  Department  is 
investigating  Franklin  in  connection 
with  the  sniper  wounding  last  May 
of  National  Urban  League  President 
Vernon  Jordan  in  Fort  Wayne,  Ind. 

Van  Sciver  has  said  the  Justice 
Department  offered  to  pressure 
Utah  authorities  to  drop  the  state 
murder  charges  against  his  client. 

Van  Sciver  said  he  advised 
Franklin  to  reject  the  offer  because 
he  is  innocent. 

Asked  about  the  alleged  offer, 
Roberts  said  Monday  that,  “the 
federal  government  has  absolutely 
no  control  over  the  decision  process 
of  states”  in  bringing  charges.

$5  more  to  be  added 
to  fall  tuition  increase 


An  additional  $5  tuition  in¬ 
crease  has  been  necessitated  by 
recent  budget  cuts  in  the  LDS 
Church  Educational  System, 
BYU  President  Jeffrey  Holland 
announced. 

The  tuition  increase  will  affect 
all  students  at  BYU,  except  those 
attending  the  J.  Reuben  Clark 
Law  School.  Law  School  tuition 
will  remain  at  $1000  per  semester 
for  full-time  LDS  students  and 
$1500  for  full-time  non-LDS  stu¬ 
dents. 

The  tuition  increases  are  13.4 
percent  above  the  current  rate. 
This  rate  brings  tuition  for  LDS 
undergraduate  full-time  students 
to  $550  per  semester.  Full-time 
LDS  advanced-standing  students 
Will  now  pay  $610  per  semester. 

An  announcement  last  semester 
set  tuition  for  next  year  at  $545  for 
full-time  LDS  students  and  $605 
for  full-time  LDS  advanced- 
standing  students. 

According  to  the  Treasurer’s 
Office,  “advanced-standing” 
status  is  given  to  all  un¬ 
dergraduate  students  who  have 
completed  152  semester  hours  or 


more,  those  who  have  received 
their  first  bachelor’s  degree  or 
those  who  are  graduate  students. 

Non-LDS  undergraduates  will 
now  pay  $825  as  a  result  of  the  in¬ 
crease.  Non-LDS  advanced- 
standing  students  will  pay  $915 
per  semester,  according  to  the 
Treasurer’s  Office. 

Last  semester’s  increase  an¬ 
nouncement  said  non-LDS  un¬ 
dergraduates  would  pay  $817.50 
per  semester,  and  non-LDS 
advanced-standing  students 
would  pay  $907.50 

Tuition  for  the  Graduate  School 
of  Management  now  totals  $840 
for  LDS  students  and  $1,260  for 
non-LDS  students. 

The  budget  reduction  and  its 
attendant  tuition  increases  are 
consistent  with  the  current 
national  trends  of  fiscal  austerity, 
said  President  Holland.  The  BYU 
tuition  increase  closely  corres¬ 
ponds  to  the  annual  inflation  rate. 

President  Holland  said  BYU’s 
tuition  is  still  far  below  com¬ 
parable  private  institutions  in  the 
nation.

Mrs.  Valentine  said  she  feels  factors  outside 


the  home  have  also  played  an  important  part  in 
the  lives  of  her  children.  “It  is  important  that 
single  parents  have  help  from  others,  as  exam¬ 
ples,  and  also  to  receive  encouragement.  I  have 
been  fortunate  that  my  children  have  had  good 
examples  in  church,  in  school  and  in  the  com¬ 
munity.  My  youngest  daughter  ' has  been  for¬ 
tunate  to  have  a  good  feeling  about  the 
priesthood  because  of  her  grandfather,  home 
teachers  and  excellent  professors,”  she  said. 

Mrs.  Valentine  is  accomplished  in  many  areas 
outside  the  home  and  said  mothers  should  allow 
time  for  pursuit  of  their  own  desires  and  talents. 

“I  don’t  think  mothers  should  neglect  their 
own  progression  and  their  own  interests,  but 
work  this  in  with  the  mothering  process  so  that 
when  the  children  have  left  the  home,  the  mother 
still  has  something  to  do.  The  lack  of  having 
something  to  do  in  later  years  may  cause 
problems,”  she  pointed  out.

perience  to  draw  upon  in  rearing  her  children. 
She  is  currently  a  commissioner  of  housing  for 
Utah  County  and  was  also  national  commit-

In  addition,  she  has  been  on  the  Relief  Society 
General  Board  of  the  LDS  Church  since  1969. 
She  is  also  listed  in  Who’s  Who  in  the  West. 

Mrs.  Valentine  has  lived  and  traveled  in  other 
countries  as  well,  which  gives  an  added  dimen¬ 
sion  to  her  experience.  She  spent  many  years  in 
Argentina  with  her  husband.  Dr.  Lee  B.  Valen¬ 
tine,  who  was  there  as  a  mission  president  and  as 
a  representative  of  the  United  States  Information 
Agency.  “It  really  gives  me  an  appreciation  for 
other  people,”  she  said.

Conversion  to 
propane  fuel  is  more 
economical  than  gas¬ 
oline  and  is  taking  the 
place  of  many 
previously  gas-operated 
vehicles,  according  to  a 
local  firm. 

The  firm,  which 
produces  propane  con¬ 
version  kits,  has  conver¬ 
ted  gas-operated  vehi¬ 
cles  to  propane  for  the 
Kennecott  Corp.,  Hill 
Air  Force  Base,  the 
LDS  Church,  Koch  Oil 
and  locally,  two  BYU 
vehicles  and  a  vehicle 
for  Provo  City  Corp. 

“Now  we’re  so  busy 
we’re  just  selling  equip¬ 
ment,”  a  spokesman  for 
the  company  said. 


has  a  pickup  truck  that 
has  operated  on 
propane  for  about  two 
years  now,  and  has  just 
finished  converting  two 
other  trucks  to  propane. 


Morse  said  the  city 
pays  64  cents  a  gallon 
for  propane,  where  it 
used  to  pay  $1.18  for 
regular  gasoline. 


According  to  the 
spokesman,  the  kits 
cost  $600  to  $700  and 
they  pay  for  themselves 
in  about  1,200  miles. 


He  said  most  of  the 
savings  for  the  city  will 
come  from  the  big 
power  line  trucks,  just 
recently  converted  to 
propane,  which  nor¬ 
mally  use  20  gallons  of 
gas  a  day. 

BYU  is  currently 
operating  three  vehicles 
on  propane  on  an  ex¬ 
perimental  basis,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Allen 
Albach,  repair  shop 
supervisor  for  BYU.

An  investigation  into  the  Friday 
night  slaying  of  William  D.  Bryant, 
Pleasant  Grove,  has  been  going  well 
following  a  television  appearance  by 
American  Fork  Assistant  Police 
Chief  Lt.  Randy  Johnson  Sunday 
night,  said  American  Fork  Police 
Chief  Paul  Durrant. 

Bryant  died  from  gunshot  wounds 
Friday  night  while  working  at  a  ser¬ 
vice  station  in  American  Fork. 
Durrant  said  the  murder  weapon  is 
probably  a  .25  caliber  automatic 
pistol  because  some  empty  shell 
casings  have  been  found  at  the 
scene  of  the  slaying. 

Because  of  the  lateness  of  the 
hour  (10:30  p.m.)  and  the  semi- 


business  nature  of  the  location, 
there  were  not  many  leads  police 
could  use  in  solving  the  case, 
Durrant  said.

NEW  YORK  (AP)  —  Paul 
Pressey  scored  20  points,  11  down 
the  stretch,  to  pace  Tulsa  to  a  89-87 
victory  over  West  Virginia  in  the 
semifinals  of  the  National  Invita¬ 
tion  Tournament  Monday  night. 

Pressey  was  held  scoreless  in  the 
first  12:10  of  the  second  half  but  his 
basket  at  7:50  cut  the  West  Virginia 
lead  to  72-69.  The  6-foot-5 
swingman  scored  again  to  make  it 
78-77  and  his  three-point  play  with 
4:25  remaining  in  the  game  gave  the 
Golden  Hurricane  an  80-78  lead  and 
also  fouled  out  West  Virginia  cap¬ 
tain  Greg  Nance. 

Diego  McCoy,  a  6-2  sophomore 
guard  whose  previous  career  high 
was  18  points,  scored  30  for  West 
Virginia  to  kept  them  in  the  lead 
most  of  the  game.  His  last  basket,  ’ 
with  15  seconds  to  go,  cut  Tulsa’s 
lead  to  89-87,  then,  Tulsa’s  David 
Brown  missed  two  free  throws  with 
eight  seconds  remaining  to  cost  the 
Mountaineers  a  final  chance  to  send 
the  game  into  overtime.

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Student  lobbyists' 
efforts  could  sway 
state  legislature 


The  actions  of  the  1981  Utah  Legislature  which  closed  last  week 
received  little  more  than  passing  yawns  from  most  B YU  students. 
They  do  not  realize  the  effect  the  Legislature  can  have  on  them.  A 
review  of  this  session  may  help  students  prepare  and  organize  to 
represent  their  interests  in  next  year’s  Legislature. 

An  example  of  bills  considered  this  year  which  could  have  affected 
students  directly  are  those 


bills  concerning  cars.  The 
Legislature  examined,  but 
failed  to  pass,  bills  to  raise  the 
speed  limit,  outlaw  the  use  of 
radar  guns  by  policemen  and 
do  away  with  safety  inspec¬ 
tions.  If  students  would  like  to 


see  any  of  these  measures  passed  next  year  they  should  organize 
groups  to  talk  to  legislators. 

Students  who  plan  to  stay  in  Utah,  and  especially  in  rural  areas, 
should  take  note  of  the  failure  of  the  Legislature  to  plan  help  for 
potential  boom  towns.  The  lawmakers  refused  to  pass  bills  to  create 
funds  from  mineral  severance  taxes  to  help  growth-impacted  towns 
plan  and  prepare  for  the  unprecedented  growth  expected  during  the 
1980s  because  of  energy  development,  the  MX  missile  system  and 
the  Intermountain  Power  Project. 

Other  bills  of  general  interest  which  failed  to  pass  this  year,  but 
may  be  re-introduced  next  year,  would  have  outlawed  the  dumping 
of  nuclear  waste  in  the  state,  prohibited  further  sale  of  state  lands 
for  use  as  national  forests  (part  of  the  Sagebrush  Rebellion)  and  a 
state  hiring  freeze. 

With  so  many  issues,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  many  legislators 
claim  they  do  not  receive  enough  feedback  from  voters.  Sen.  Verl 
Asay,  R-Salt  Lake,  said  last  summer  in  the  Salt  Lake  County 
Republican  Convention,  “I  want  to  know  how  the  public  feels  about 
the  issues,  but  few  or  no  citizens  ever  contact  me.  I  would  like  more 
people  to  just  spend  a  minute  to  call  or  write  me  a  note  about  how 
they  feel.” 

A  simple  note  or  call  may  not  be  enough  to  sway  a  legislator’s 
view,  but  organized  efforts  by  everyday  people  who  feel  strongly 
about  an  issue  may  bring  big  results. 

An  example  is  the  “Ladies  In  Pink,”  who  politicians  say  are  most 
responsible  for  blocking  the  passage  of  the  Equal  Rights  Amend¬ 
ment  so  far  in  several  states. 

These  women  swarmed  state  legislatures  wearing  pink,  dressing 
well  and  giving  homemade  apple  pies  to  legislators,  demonstrating 
traditional  roles  of  femininity. 

If  any  issue,  no  matter  how  small,  concerns  any  group  of  students, 
it  should  organize  and  speak  out.  Students  may  be  able  to  have 
significant  influence  on  the  future  of  the  state.

Area  tenants  lose 


interest  on  deposits 


Some  area  apartment  owners  may 
be  reaping  a  harvest  of  hundreds  or 
even  thousands  of  dollars  each  year 
which  may  rightfully  belong  to  their 
tenants.  Most  landlords  charge  a 
security  deposit  of  about  $75  per  te¬ 
nant.  At  six  percent  simple  interest, 
each  $75  dollar  deposit  would  earn 
the  landlord  four  dollars  and  fifty 
cents  —  hardly  a  fortune  by  any 
means.  But  if  that  amount  is  mul¬ 
tiplied  by  200  tenants  in  a  complex, 
the  owner  could  haul  in  $900.  That’s 
quite  a  tidy  sum  for  merely  holding 
someone  else’s  money.  And  that  is 
precisely  the  issue  which  needs  to  be 
dealt  with;  the  money  belongs  to  the 
tenant  —  at  least  according  to  one 
area  attorney. 

An  apartment  owner  certainly 
should  have  the  right  to  charge  a 
security  deposit.  He  needs  some 
kind  of  recourse  against  tenants  who 
damage  his  property.  However, 
since  deposit  money  belongs  to  the 
tenant,  the  landlord  should  hold 
that  money  in  escrow  or  else  pay  in¬ 
terest  on  it.  He  should  not  be 
allowed  to  spend  it,  or  profit  from  it, 
even  if  he  returns  the  full  deposit  on 
departure  of  a  tenant. 

Take  the  $900  figure  quoted 
earlier.  Imagine  how  much  higher  it 
would  have  been  if  the  interest  had 
been  14  percent  compounded  in¬ 
stead  of  six  percent  simple.  Mul¬ 
tiply  that  by  100  apartment  com- 
plexe  ”  ' 


you  begin  to  see  the  magnitude  of 
the  problem.  Area  tenants,  mostly 
BYU  students,  may  have  lost  more 
than  $1  million  in  the  past  few 
years. 

Many  apartment  owners  protest 
they  receive  no  interest  on  deposits. 
Even  if  that  is  true,  they  are  still 
gouging  their  tenants  if  they  don’t 
pay  interest  on  the  deposit.  The 
money  legally  belongs  to  the  tenant, 
who  could  be  gaining  interest  if  the 
money  were  in  his  possession.  True, 
some  tenants  cause  damages  which 
often  equal  or  exceed  the  deposit 
they  have  paid.  In  such  cases  no 
deposit  or  interest  should  be  retur¬ 
ned,  and  legal  action  taken  for  the 
rest.  Landlords  tend  to  be  tight- 
lipped  about  the  percentage  of  te¬ 
nants  who  actually  cause  damages. 
Is  it  fair  to  penalize  tenants  who 
leave  apartments  in  the  same  condi¬ 
tion  as  when  they  moved  in,  (ex¬ 
cluding  normal  wear),  by  not  paying 
interest  on  their  deposits? 

Integrity  demands  apartment  ow¬ 
ners  deal  more  honestly  with  the  te¬ 
nants  who  pay  for  their  bread.  Most 
tenants  are  considerate  of  their  lan¬ 
dlord’s  property,  Landlords  should 
reciprocate  in  their  handling  of 
security  deposits.  Recent  litigation 
has  forced  phone  and  utility  com¬ 
panies  to  pay  interest  on  deposits. 
Landlords  should  take  the  hint 
before  the  courts  order  them  to.

In  the  1972  Olympic  Games, 
questionable  officiating  gave  the 
Russians  three  chances  to  beat  the 
United  States  in  the  gold  medal- 
deciding  basketball  game.  For 
months  afterward,  the  Russian  win 
was  the  subject  of  angry  editorials, 
petitions,  and  select  committees.  In 
the  final  analysis  the  decisions, 
however  tainted,  of  the  game’s  two 
referees  stood. 

In  Saturday’s  BYU-Virginia 
basketball  game,  the  decisions  of  of¬ 
ficials  concerning  one  play  may 
have  decided  who  was  to  win  the 
game,  and  advance  to  the  NCAA 
finals.  Right  or  wrong,  the  decisions 
made  for  an  eight-point  swing  in  the 
game.  -  - 

Here’s  how  it  happened:  Virginia 
center  Ralph  Sampson  went  up  and 
dunked  an  errant  shot  while  bracing 
himself  with  his  hand  on  the 
backboard.  BYU  guard  Danny 
Ainge,  still  smarting  from  a  foul  he

felt  should  have  been  whistled  on  a 
previous  play,  complained  about 
Sampson’s  play  to  an  official.  Ainge 
was  hit  with  a  technical  foul. 

Television  replays  showed 
Sampson  was  guilty  of  offensive 
goaltending  and  the  basket  should 
have  been  disallowed  (2  points); 
Sampson’s  hand  was  clearly  holding 
the  backboard,  a  technical  foul  (1 
point);  and  the  Cougars  should  have 
had  the  ball  after  the  technical  shot 
(possible  2  points).  Instead,  the 
goaltended  basket  counted,  Virginia 
converted  the  technical  against 
Ainge  (1  point),  and  then  got  the 
basketball  back  and  scored  after  the 
inbounds  play  (2  points). 

The  stunned  Cougars,  instead  of 
increasing  their  one-point  lead  to 
four,  found  themselves  down  by 
four.  They  played  catch-up  after 
that,  forced  to  come  out  of  their  ef¬ 
fective  zone  defense  to  counter 
Virginia’s  stalling  tactics. 

The  sequence  of  events  in  such  an 
important  game  —  where  millions 
of  dollars,  blue  chip  recruits, 
prestige  and  future  scheduling  may 
ride  on  the  outcome  —  underscores 
once  again  the  need  for  use  of  ins¬ 
tant  replays  to  assist  officials. 

Cougar  boosters  can  certainly 
argue  the  outcome  might  have  been 
much  different  had  Coach  Frank 
Arnold  been  able  to  call  a  timeout 
and  request  his  once-a-game  or 
once-a-half  clarification  of  a  play 
via  instant  video  replay. 

Traditionalists  argue  such  a  rule 
change  would  undermine  officials’ 
authority  and  damage  the  game’s 
integrity.  Actually  it  would  do  just 
the  opposite. 

The  proliferation  of  sports  on 
television  has  given  millions  of 
armchair  quarterbacks  a  closeup 
view  of  each  play  and  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  review  important  plays  via 
instant  replay.  When  officials  refuse 
to  take  advantage  of  the  same 
technology  —  and  they  subsequen¬ 
tly  make  poor  calls  —  the  gamers  in¬ 
tegrity  and  the  officials’  authority  is 
eroded. 

Justice  would  have  been  better 
served  had  instant  replay  analysis 
been  permitted  in  the  BYU-Virginia 
game.  In  such  an  important  contest, 
each  team  should  have  the  security 
of  knowing  the  final  outcome  will  be 
more  representative  of  overall 
ability  than  a  questionable  call  by 
officials.  ,  „
